FIGHT 
IN 
PROGRESS' TODAY 


Hoers Attack tlie British forces AH 


Along the Hues 


London, Oct. 19.—The long expected 


movement on Sir George S? White's 
.position in Natal has begun in earnest. 
The Orange Free State burghers, who 
recently made a forward movement in 
ithe direction of Acton Homes, south- 
•west of Ladysmith, anrt who retreated 
•when discovered by Gen. White's force 
•oh a reconnoisanoe, advanced through 
Tintwa pass Tuesday night and began 
Ihostilities by opening with their ar- 
tillery on small squads of cavalry on 
the British outposts. The range was 
•considerable, and the shooting of the 
Boer artillery wild. The outposts were 
Bivouacked at the time some ten miles 
•west and 'eighteen east of camp. 
The 


evident object of the Boers -was to at- 
tack either, and by -the feint to draw 
the main body of troops from' Lady- 
ismith, or ..prelude their concentration 
.against the town. 
At any rate the 


;firing lasted a short time, after, which 
the Boers ceased. .No .casualties were 
reported. 


Later the Boers- made another sor- 


tie, this time colliding .-with the cav- 
alry oatrols at Acto^i, pomes and Test- 


ers Station, southwest of. La-tfj*smnrn. 


The firing continued the greater part 


of the day, and there were several 
British casualties, the exact number 
as yet being unknown. 


Sir George White is pushing up his 


supports rapidly, and it is generally 
believed that a big engagement Is com- 
ing today. 


.According to the latest and best in- 


formation, the Boer army In this vi- 
cinity numbers about 15,000 men, .of 
which 4.000 are ,Orange Free Staters. 
Sir George S.' W-bite's immediately 
available force in the field is about 
12,000. Both the Boers and. the Free 
Staters are supplied with artillery, and 
probably have a total of thirty guns, 
-against -which White 'has forty-six. •. 


A good force of volunteers has been, 


loft to hold Ladysmith. 
The plan of 


the .Boers is believed to be to advance 
on Ladysmith 
and Glencoe' simulta- 


neously, th'e former from Tintwa -pass 
and the latter from Dannhauser. Gen. 
Joubert arrived at Newcastle last.night 
preparatory to leading his troops in 
the contemplated attack on Glencoe. 
Boer scouts ha.ve already been .seen at 
Hattingspruit, seven miles from Glen- 
coe.

correspondent last night cabled:. "A 
force of 2,000 Boers is engaged at Ac- 
ton Homes. The Boers, as usual, took 
advantage of'the hil-ls, rocks and gul- 
lies to hide themselves, but were un- 
able to advance. They used'their can- 
non against our riflemen, .who never^ 
theless maintained a stout resistance. 
The firing-was heavy. It is anticipated

If so, 'the Boers holding the 


Drakenshurg passes have serious diffi- 
culties to contend with apart from a 
possible British attack." . 


The situation in Kimberley is appar- 


ently quiet, though Taungs, a town 
eighty-four miles'north, is-'occupied by 
the Boers, who destroyed the railway 
between there and Vryburg. ' A skir- 
mish has taken place at Riverton,where 
an armored train from Kimbevley fired 
upon'\ a _party of Boers, ^vho. were re- 
moving rails, and—was struck'by a shell 
from one of thf.ir guns. 


The country about Ladysmith and 


Glencoe is fairly open for northern 
Natal, though there may be a heavy 
task -in moving the big. guns, which 
are expected to ,do the best part of the 
fighting, at the start, at least.

Enthusiasm and 
Cordiality Which 


Greeted Him From' the Mass oi the 
People 
Unprecedented—President 


Feels Sure His Expansion Policy is 
Endorsed in the West. 


Washington, Oct. 19—[Special Dis- 


patch to the Gazette j—The presidential 
party arrived here this morning, and all 
are in good .health. The president ex- 
pressed himself as. very : much pleased 
with his reception in the.west and con- 
siders it a hearry endorsement of his 
Philippine policy. . ' . . 


Youogstown, O., Oct. 19—President 


McKinley is now on his way,back to 
Washington, after one of the most re- 
markable series of popular receptions 
ever accorded a chief: magistrate of the 
United'States. The final day of his two 
weeks' trip -through ten. "states was 
marked by enthusiastic greetings from 
old constituents .who have unbrokerily 
supported him during his twenty-five 
years of public life. 


President McKinley's special train ar- 


rived here at 5 o'clock last evening and 
the chief executive delivered'-. the last 
speech of his tour. It is estimated that 
20,000 persons were crowded vinto the 
narrqw/Bpace surrounding the speakers' 
stand. .Secretary of the Navy Long and 
Secretary of the Interior Hitchcock also 
spoke'briefly.

declaration at Minneapolis, a's follows: 


"We are in the Philippines,

alone, but by solemn treaty and with the 
sanction of the senate and" the national 
house of representatives. That territory 
is ours just as any part of the great 
public domain over which our flag floats. 
It came to. us not of our; .own .seeking. 
We did/not go but after it, We did not 
send Dewey to Manila to conquer these 
islands.

PROF. KUMLEIN'S 


BIRDS AND FISHES 


THE NOTABLE COLLECTION OF 


A WISCONSIN BOTANIST. 


A Student For Years at the Fisheries of 


the Great Lakes and New England 
Coast—Two Years in the Arties 
With the Howgate Expedition— 
Now a Teacher in Milton College. 


Ludwig Kumlien, M. S. professor of 


physics and natural historj in Milton 
college, was born on the Kumlien home- 
stead, Summer, Jefferson county, Wis. 
In his youth he attended Albion acade - 
my, graduating there, and then spent 
four years in the state university. Soon 
after he entered the services of the 
United States as an assistant in the fish 
commission and was also an assistant in 
the Smithsonian Institute at Washing- 
ton. 
He was a special agent of the 


Tenth census and spent two years on the 
fisheries of the great lakes, St. Lawrence 
river, Naragansett and Buzzard's bays 
and Long Tslacd sound—in fact his 
work in this line covered most of the 
states and territories of the Union. 
Prof. .Kumlien is associate author of 
"N. A. Food Fishes," with Dr. G. 
Brown^Goode, President David . S. Jor- 
dan of Leland Stanford university, Dr, 
Tareton Bean and others. 
He was nat- 


uralist of the Howgate Polar expedition, 
spending two years in the Arctic regions 
and Prof. Baird in a letter says, "Kum- 
Jipn accomplished more for science than 
ihe entire Norse expedition," an evi- 
dence that his labors were of great value 
and highly appreciated by the govern- 
ment. 


In '1891 Prof. Kumlien accepted his 


Tjjesept positipn jn. tbe faculty of Milton 
college, and his work &s an instructor 
has been eminently satisfactory to both 
his associates and the students. Ho has 
made natural history collections for a 
number of museums in this country and 
Europe, as well ,as for private individu- 
als, and for the past four years has done 
group mounting for various museums; 
including our state normal schools and a 


. number of leading high schools. 


His collection 
of 
natural history 


specimens is very large, embracing be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 bird and mammal 
skins, all North American, and an egg 
collection of over 500 species of North 
American birds, and what is roore nota 
ble, there is .not a doubtful egg in 
the 
entire 
collection. 
The 
skin 


collection comprises sixty-six species of 
the warblers of the United States, nearly 
all the hawks, owls, ducks, geese, wood- 
peckers, waders and finches, most every 
species of Wisconsin birds, embracing 
365 species, of which number the 
pro- 


fessor has added more than thirty to the 
list himself. His birds are mounted in 
groups, representing male and female, 
nest and eggs, often also winter plum 
age and young, and with enough of 
the natural surroundings to give an 
idea of the bird's habits. 


In mounting fish he uses his own 


peculiar and distinctive method. 
The 


fish are sketched 
and 
painted while 


alive and colors reproduced after mount- 
ing, making them absolutely life-like. 


Prof. Kumlien, no doubt, inherited 


his love for natural history and botany 
from his father, the late Thui-e Kumlien 
and a biographical sketch of that noted 
scientist will not be out of place- in this 
article. 


Thure Kumlien was born Nov. 9, 


-.' 1819, 
in 
Harlunda, 
Vestergotland, 


Sweden, and died Aug. 5, 1888. • His 
father, 
who was 
a 
quartermaster 


in 
the 
Swedish 
army, 
owned sev- 


eral large estates in that part of the 
country. Kumlien, having received his 
first instruction from a private tutor, en- 
tered college at Skara, and subsequently 
attended the university at Upsalg, grad- 
uating in 1843. 


In 1843,' shortly after having com- 


pleted his studies at Upsala,' Kumlien, 
then but twenty-four years of age, emi- 
grated to America, accompanied by hU 
young wife. They came at once to Lake 
Koshkonong, Jefferson 
county, having 


decided upon this locality without any 
previous knowledge of the place, but 
merely from a study of' the map for a 
locality affording facilities for the pur- 
suit of his favorite studies. 


Several scientific associations 
in the 


eastern states had their attention drawn 
to the young naturalist, who had con- 
cealed himself from the eyes of the world 
in an insignificant cottage in the west- 
ern wilderness. During the first twenty 
years after his arrival at Koshkonong 
he was engaged in making collections 
in many branches of natural history for 
several large museums,, both in Europe 
and in this country. 
Among the insti- 


tutes whose collections he thus enriched 
are the celebrated museums in Stock- 
holm and Leyden, the British museum 
in London and the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute in "Washington. In 1867 he was 
instructor in botany and zoology in 
Albion academy, remaining for several 
years. 


Later he was employed in forming 


and arranging collections for the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and Normal schools. 
From 1883 to the-time of his. death he 
held the position of conservator of the 
public museum in Milwaukee. Kum 
lein received several honorary degrees 
from institutions of learning, and was 


corresponding member of several scien- 
tific societies:in Europe and America. 


He^was a man of most refined tastes, 


without any of the extravagant desires 
which such tastes often engender. Ho 
was 'satisfied to live most simply a life 
which philosophers might envy. High- 
er than his intellectual accomplishmpnts 
rose his moral qualities. 
The leading 


features of his character were harmless-' 
ness and truthfulness."

Chronic Insane in This County Alone 
Reaches a Vast Sum Each Year— 
State Expense of $354,489.29. 


Rock county has just been allowed 


the sum of §14,085.83 by the state of 
Wisconsin to aid in maintaining her 
county insane asylum. 


The state board of control has finished 


auditing the annual accounts of the 
county asylums for-the fiscal year end- 
ing Sept. 30. The total amount to be 
paid to the counties by the state for the 
maintenance of the insane for this time 
will be 8354,479.29. 
Of this amount 


the state pays §205,065.99. 
The coun- 


ties which have no insane asylums of 
their own and whose chronic insane are 
cared for in the asylums of other coun- 
ties, contribute to the amount paid out 
by the state 889,413.30, Of the amount 
paid by the state 834,037.41 is for state 
at/large patients, that is, patients who 
have no legal residence in any particular 
'county. 


The state allows to every county 


maintaining an insane a&ylum $1.53 
a 


week toward the cost of caring for each 
patient who is a resident of that county. 
Twenty-six counties maintain asylums 
and care for their own insane. 
The 


rest of the counties have their insane 
cared lor in the asylums of counties hav- 
ing such institutions. 
The counties 


having asylums receive for caring for 
the outside patients S3 a- week and their 
clothing. 
Of this 83 the state ' pays 


§1.50 a week and the county in which 


36 patient belongs 
pays an equal

Ou April S Frauli Griffin, owner of 


tue Maryvlllc Daily Review, was shot 
down in tue street while' gathering 
news by a political enemy. That daj 
The Daily Review failed to. appear for 
the first time .since its foundation, but 
the uext day it^came out under the 
editorship of Pei-1 Griffin, the daugh- 
ter of the nmrdeved man. 
The paper 


was dressed i'u deep mourning, and a 
brief and pointed editorial from the 
girl's pen described tho shooting arid' 
announced that the journal would be 
continued as before. 


Frank Griffin was the father ol' three 


very pretty girls, 
Their names are 


Perl, Zoe and Lula, and the oldest one, 
Perl, is barely 23 years of age. 
\Vheu 


Mr. Griffin started his first paper, the 
Marj'villo Advocate, about ten years 
ago, his eldest daughter begged to bu 
takeu^iuto the office to learn the print- 
er's trade. 


She SOOQ learned to set type and do 


other work which must be done around 
a country newspaper office. 
She was 


quick to learu and soon was able to at- 
tend to all of the business of getting 
out the paper. 


Zoe and Lula wished to quit school 


and learn to set'type. 
Their father 


took them into the office, and they, like 
their older sister, soon became expert 
typesetters and able to assist Perl and 
their father in getting out The Advo- 
cate. 


In 1S94 Mr. Griffin saw an opening 


for a weekly paper at Parnell City. Ue 
bought an outfit, and in January Perl 
issued the first copy of The Sentinel. 
It was a bright, newsy paper, of whioh 
the citizens were proud, and was giv£u 
a good support. Other country news- 
papers commented favorably upon its 
clean, newsy appearance. . The yovm- 
gost daughter, Lula, had by this t'me 


• learned the business so well that Mr. 


Griffin concluded he could publish the 
Jlaryville .Advocate with her assist- 
ance. 
In May, 1S94, The Herald, a 


weekly paper, was established by Zoe 
at Sklduiorc. There was considerable 
rivalry between Perl and Zoe to see 
which could publish the best paper. 


Many subscribed for their papers at 


first out'of curiosity to see what a girl 
would say, for they were both yet in 
their teens. 
In the fall of 1804 the 


Nodaway Democrat discontinued its 
daily edition. Mr. Griffin saw an open- 
ing for a daily and immediately began 
the publication of The Daily Review. 


The work of gathering the news for 


a daily, setting the type and attending 
to tho mailing was more than he and 
Lula could attend to, so they disposed 
of both the Parnell Sentinel, and The 
Herald' at Skidmore. '"\Yith his girls 
to assist him, Griffln was able to pub- 
lish his daily without any outside help. 
He commenced to push his girls for
